* “tfcver heard of a *tobacea 
break F" observed H. C. Hunter, a 
veteran tobacco man of Lynchburg, 
Va. “In the early days all tobacco 
was transported in hogsheads. These 
hogsheads had shafts^ and by th* 
help of a horse or mule each hags* 
head rolled itself to market. 

“The only Virginia markets for 
tghaccq at that time were Richmond, 
Petersburg and Lynchburg. Each 
hogshead was listed for the break,’ 
or sampling, for certain days in the 
week by private owr.ro' mark*. On 
the morning of the tale the hoops oa ! 
each'hogshead were loosened, and on* 
head taken out. Then came tha 
Irak.'; The head breabmaa wielded 
a large ax made for the purpose, and 
pried an opening. An iron break 
•take, like e crowbar, was run into 
the 9 pening, and sample bundles of 
tobacco drawn. There were never 
lees than three ‘breaks’ made in a 
hogshead, xnd the samples drawn 
were tsken is i fair indication of tha 
contents. 

"I have templed many s hogshead 
of tobacco in this way. In those day*

Phosphorescent Aeroplanes. 

Phosphorescent nr-roplso^s and air¬ 
ships for night exhibitions, for adver¬ 
tising and for increasing safety In 
night flights are now proposed, and 
phosphorescent mode, flying machines 
w*?re recently exhibited before an 
American aeronautic society. 

By some new mcthSds the light may 
be made of other color* besides the 
familiar greenish blue, so that aero 
planes painted with t-.a phosphor 
escent material may make a striking 
color display without carrying aa ap 
^preeiable amount of additional weight. 

The luminous glow, of course will 
come only after the paint has been 
given a good exposure to light, but 
th? aeroplanes would absorb enough 
sunlight to give a noticeable glow for 
tome hours at night. It has also been 
found that mercury vapor lamps will 
stimulate the glow, so the machine' 
could be given a soaking to light be- deep 
fore going aloft at night.—Satojdaj "Tt
